GENERAL 


Millay, Edna St. Vincent. Mine the har- 
vest; a collection of new poems. Harper, 
$3. April 28. 

Most of the poems in this posthumously pub- 
lished collection were written between 1939 
and 1950, the year of the poet’s death. In 
selecting and arranging them for publication, 
Norma Millay has tried to carry out her sis- 
ter’s wishes as far as possible. Some poems 
have seen magazine publication; others, taken 
from working notebooks, show signs of being 
in an unfinished state, with their exclama- 
tions, crowded rhymes, and imprecise phras- 
ing. Granted these handicaps, the pure lyrics 
and sonnets in ‘his volume prove that in these 
verse forms at least the poet exercised an un- 
diminished mastery. 


Schurz, William Lytle. This new world; 
the civilization of Latin America. Dutton, 
$6. Tentative date May 19. 


An over-all view which supplements the au- 
thor’s Latin America (Book.ist 38:176, Ja 15 
42) and, like the earlier book, finds the pres- 
ent rooted in the past. He compares the phys- 
ical setting of the New World with that of the 
Old, examines the ethnic components con- 
tributed by the Indian, the Spaniard, other 
European conquerors, the Negro, and late- 
comers from Europe; views the cultural com- 
ponents represented by the Church and 
women, and reviews the amalgam which is 
today’s civilization. The author’s verdict is 
that the Latin American countries are transi- 
tional cultures in varying degrees of evolu- 
tion; he expresses mixed reactions about the 
current state of affairs, and is wary about 
making specific predictions. 


Wertham, Fredric. Seduction of the inno- 
cent. Rinehart, $4. April 22. 


An eminent psychiatrist’s study of how crime 
comic book reading affects the minds and be- 
havior of children, and a plea for legislation 
to curb the deluge of uncensored material on 
crime, sex, sadism, race prejudice, and vio- 
lence that is reaching millions of children and 


adolescents. The author also calls attention 
to the growing concern and restrictive meas- 
ures taken in other countries. A book for all 
who are genuinely interested in children and 
young people. Excerpts have appeared in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal and Reader’s Digest. 


FICTION 


Secondari, John H. Temptation for a king. 
Lippincott, $3.50. Tentative date April 21. 
Julian, exiled king of a fictitious European 
country, is invited to return by the same re- 
publican party that ousted him. A conscien- 
tious man, trained for no other profession 
than kingship, Julian is at first inclined to 
accept, because it is his duty to serve if his 
people wish it. He hedges, however, and his 
unspoken doubts become a certainty when 
an American journalist, torn between profes- 
sional ethics and a realization of what his 
knowledge might mean to many lives, informs 
Julian that he is being used as a pawn by 
politicians and by his ambitious younger 
brother. In an international broadcast ar- 
ranged by the journalist, Julian formally re- 
nounces the throne on behalf of himself and 
his house, because he is convinced that 
monarchy is no longer needed or wanted in 
modern Europe. A thoughtful and fair pres- 
entation of several kinds of dilemmas. 


Winwar, Frances, pseud. The last love of 
Camille. Harper, $3.50. March 31. 


According to this fictionized version, the tu- 
bercular courtesan immortalized as Camille 
actually lived and died very much as Dumas 
and Verdi tell the story, with the difference 
that her last and only real love was the 
equally celebrated Franz Liszt. Once these 
two popular idols had met, a grande passion 
was inevitable; Camille, withdrawing from 
public life on Liszt’s account, died lonely 
and forgotten by everyone except the young 
count she had married in order to have a 
title that would permit her to move among 
the exalted circles in which the snobbish 
Liszt mingled. A highly-keyed romance, in 
which the author’s sympathies are decidedly 
with the lady.

The first half of the textbook 
deals with techniques like sampling, attitude 
scales, the single question, the public opinion 
poll, and the questionnaire; the second half 
applies these methods to business, govern- 
ment, community relations, industry, and 
education. It summarizes numerous studies, 
and lists extensive, up-to-date bibliographies. 
This textbook, one of the first to be made 
available on the psychology of attitudes, is 
intended for the student of social psychology.

Act, a journalist advocates a rewritten and 
improved immigration law, free of inhospi- 
tality and race discrimination. The Act, he 
charges, has added many new restrictions to 
the old ones; it has jailed immigrants in de- 
tention quarters without hearings or specified 
charges, denying them the civil liberties ac- 
corded to American citizens. He indicts the 
Act for not only choking off the importation 
of scientific ideas from abroad, but for fur- 
nishing grist for the Soviet propaganda mills. 
In conclusion, he offers some recommendations 
to redress these abuses. The tone of this fully 
documented report is sometimes more heated 
—_ shrill than it need be.

With 
the efficiency of an expert housewife this first 
lists necessary equipment and explains its 
uses, describes and illustrates basic techniques 
and stitches, shows how to darn and patch, 
and demonstrates the special methods of 
mending lingerie, women’s, children’s, or 
men’s clothing, household linens and uphol- 
stery. The chapter on renovating old clothes 
is the least useful, since it contains sugges- 
tions rather than instructions.

Curator of the Whitney 
Museum of American Art, the author has 
specialized in nineteenth-century painters like 
Eastman Johnson, William Sidney Mount, and 
Theodore Robinson, whose work he _ has 
brought back to public attention. In this essay 
he treats the Hudson River painters, the 
tonalists, the genre painters of Jacksonian 
democracy, the primitives, and impressionists.

direction of design in the country of origin.

He advises the craftsman to 
make a study of himself and his product in 
order to determine his capacity for mass pro- 
duction; he also discusses the salability of 
the product, pricing it, opening up a shop, 
promoting the product, and selling to stores 
versus mail order sales. A final chapter de- 
scribes guilds and other groups or agencies 
that advise craftsmen and create market out- 
lets for their products.

Although the 
authors state that each design included illus- 
trates a basic technique for the benefit of 
the beginner, most amateurs will feel the need 
of more precise instructions; the book will 
be most useful as a source of new ideas for 
the therapist, teacher, or parent.

He concludes that this area may well turn 
out to be either a center of spiritual resistance 
to Soviet pressure or the center of an even 
more powerful Soviet empire, depending upon 
the spiritual vigor and determination of its 
people. The author, a former Governor in 
northern India, writes simply and with the 
authority of personal acquaintance with 
Asiatic cultures.

This study of postwar reconstruction prob- 
lems forms an interesting analogy to accounts 
of reconstruction problems after World War II.
